Mprimis, Richard Strange Provincial, Fohu Keines, Baxil 
Longworth, Fohn Fenwick, and Mr. Hartcoxrt, Jeſuites, did 
Write a Treaſonable Letter to Father Sian an Triſh Feſuite 

at Madrid, in the Kingdom of Spain, in which was contained 
their Plotting and Contriving a Rebellion in Scotland, of the Pres- 
byterians againſt the Epiſcopal Government, in order to which, - 
they have imployed one Matthew Wright, William Morgan, and 
Mr. ireland, to go and Preach under the Notion of Presbyterians, 
and give the difaffefted Scots a true underſtanding of their ſad 
States and Conditions which they were in, by reaſon of Epiſcopal 
Tyranny exerciſed againſt them; and withall to tell them, now 
they had a fair opportunity to Vindicate their Liberty and Reli- 
gion, and that it could be done by no other way but the Sword, 
and that now the King was additted to his Pleaſure, that he 
would and could take bur little care of that Concern. In the ſaid 
Letter it was expreſied, they had gotten an Intereſt in His Royal 
Highneſs, but they deal with him as they think fit, and that they 
were reſolved by all means to weaken the King of England's In- 
tereſt, by informing his Friends of his intent to betray them into 
the Hands of Forraign Powers, ( viz.) to ſend them to fall by the 
Sword in the French King's Service againſt the Confederate Princes, 
which Letter bares Date April 19 1677. 
27 : 

2. That the Perſons abovementioned, gave the Deponent To 7. 
ro carry the ſaid Letter to Father $S:2-m2an into the Kingdom of 
Spain to Madrid, the faid Sinman being the Proyincial General 
for the Kingdom of England, and ITrelazyd; and in order to which 
Meſſage, the Deponent Embarked himfelf in the Ship called the 
B.ſca Merchant, whereof Lake Bath-Roch was then Maſter to go 
for B:{boa, and there took Mules for FVallaavlydd, bur ſtaying a 
day at Bargos in Spain, the Deponent, broke open the ſaid Letter, 
and found theſe Contents 1n the tame. 


3. That they of the Society of 7s in the Enzliſh Seminary at 
St. Omers, ſent a Miſſion of Twelve Students into the King dow 
of Spain, (viz.) Eight to Yalladolzdad, and Four to Madrid, there 
Leing Enzliſh Colledges in both places in order to Study Philoſo- 
A 2 phy:

phy, and Divinity, which Miſſioners were ſent by Richard Aſtbey, 
Richard Peter, Nicholas Blundel, and Charles Peter, by the Patents 
of the ſeveral Miſſioners, by which they had power to demand 
Admiffion. into the reſpective Colledges to which they were ſenr, 
which: Miſſioners were obliged by the Jeſuits of the Colledges to 
renounce their Allegiance to His Majeſty of Great Britain, in 
the hearing of the Deponent, and thoſe of Yalladohlydd, were taught 
' by Dani Armeſtroug a Jeſuite Miniſter of the Engliſbthere. Thar 
Firſt the Oath cf Allegiance is Heretical and Anti-chriſtian, and 
Divelliſh, and that Charles. Stxare King of England is no Lawful 
King, but comes of aſpurious Raſe, and that his Father was a 
Black fcotch-man, and not King Charles the Firſt. This was de- 
livered ina Sermon the 29th. of Sepr. 1677. to the Students there, 
which Sermon the Deponent did hear, and in this Sermon the 
faid Daniel Armeſtrong in plain words did fay , that-the King of 
England was a Baſtard; now that Daniel Armeſtrong goeth in 
Spain by the Name of foſeph HMunford, in Spaniſh by fohn Mon- 
refortio.. 


4. That the faid 7ohn . Munford, alias Armeſtrong, . did bring 
Letters from St. Omers, to the Engliſh Colledge at Valladolyad, to 
the Father there in Zatin, by reaſon they were Spaniards, in 
which was expreſſed and related from the Fathers at St. Omers, 
that the Fathers of the Society of. London, hath procured one Fa- 
ther Beningficld, to be Confeſſor to His Royal Highneſs, but if 
they ſaw that His Royal Highne!s -did not anſwer their expecta- 
tion, they would diſpoſe of him as they did intend to diſpoſe of 
His Brother the King, which they hoped to. effect within a. year, 
which Letter bares Date, 7ane 1677. and Subſcribed by 
Richard Aſpbey, alias Shimbleby , Rector of the Engliſp Jeluites at 
St. Omers, Richard Peter Miniſter, Edward Newil Prefect of the 
Studies, Ch. Peters Prefect of Socality, fohn Farmor Prefect of Ma- 
nors, which Letters the Deponent ſaw in the Month of Septem- | 
ber, 1677. at Valladolyad.in the.

5. That Father Sinman above mentioned , Writ to the: Engliſh 
Colledge, and. the Fathers there ſaid, that the King of England 
was Poyſoned to the great Joy of the Enzliſh Fathers, and that 
they would ſerve King 7ames ſo, if he did not give them a good 
aſſurance of bringing in the Catholick Religion.,. and of rooting 
out the Proteſtant, this Letter bore Date 7#ly the And was 
ſeen and read by the Deponent at. Yallagolzaa, near thelatter end 
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6. That one Father 7ohn Blake, alias Crof, who went with the 
Four Students to Maarid, did bring Letters from Richard Strange 
Provincial of the Jeſuits, and. one Father Gray a Jeſuit, and Fohn 
Keines, to Father Sinman above mentioned, in which was ſpeci- 


fyed the great diligence was uſed by the ſaid Richard Strange, 


Father Gray, and fohn Keines, to procure ſuch perſons to diſ- 
patch the King, and to put a period to his dayes, which Letter 
bore date June the 10.

neſt Williarss heart to do this work ( now this' honeſt Williams is 
a Servant of the Society of London) this Strange did lye at Mr. 
Saund:rs his Houſe, part of Wild- houſe in Wild-ſtreer, where the 
Deponent heard this diſcourſe, from Strange and Keines. 


9. That the ſaid Richard Strange, 'Bazall L,ongworth, Father 
: Hartcourt, Fobn Fenwick., Father Ireland, Father Gray, Father 7e- 
niſen, Father Saunders, and Father Emnliſton did write a Letter, 
and ſubſcribed it, and did ſend it to St. Omers,' to" Richard Aſb- 
 bey, Alias Thimbleby, Rector of the En_ſh Seminary, there in which 
he, and the reſt of the Fathers were given-to underſtand, that 
the King was as well given to Debauchery, as Whoreing, that they 
had an intent to get one to ſtab him in his Court at Whitehall, and 
if that could not be conveniently done, they would im»loy one 
ofhis Phyſitians to Poyſon him, and for his work they had 10000 /. 
jn-the hands of one Worſeley a Gold-Smith, which Money was pro- 
cured by one Father Leſhee a [French Jeſuit, and Confeſlor to the 
French King, which Letter the Deponent ſaw. and read, and ſaw 
it ſubſcribed by the above ſaid perſons, and carried them. to Sr. 
Qmers, he went down to Dover in a Coach, place being taken 
for him by the ſaid William their Servant, but whoſe Name is 
7ohu Groves the Letter carried bore date ---- December 1677.

15. That another Packet came to Richard Aſbbey, to St, Omers, 
trom Thomas White , Fohn Keines and others of the Society of: Feſws 
in Loydon. Which Letters from them and others were incloſed to 
Father Thomas Stapleton Procurator-at Brj/-ls, to periwade'the 
Father Confeſlor to the Duke De will: Herm3/a, to inform him 
that His Majeſty of England, did nor intend to atl't His Majeſty 
of Spain,, but to ſtand a looker on, tili he was rum 4 by the 
French King, which Letter being, nor ſealed, wis i{:-n, heard, 
and by Richard Aſpbey, Rector of St. Omers, in wiici it was or- 
dered, that if the ſaid Father Confeſlor ſaoutd not be ready to 
comply with. the ſaid Stapleton; thar Meilengors ſhould be forrh-. 
with ſent to Father Sinman at Maarid, to inform His Majeſty of 
Spain, of the ſaid concern; and ro make tne ſame relation of the 
buſineſs to the Arch-Biſhop of Twam, in the Kirigdom of Ireland, 
now at the Court of Madrid.

16. That when the Lords came from England, about the buſi- 
neſs before mentioned to St. Omers, Edward Newt, and Thomas 
Farmer did fay, that they would not let-this Black Baſtard go fo, to 
His Grave in peace, meaning the King of Enz/and; for that he 
had cheated them fo often,, and that - now they reſolved to be 
ſerved ſo no more. That this Deponent ſtanding by, ſaid if the 
Duke prove {lippery , they both-replyed that this Pas-Port was 
ready, when.ever he ſhould appear to fail them. Theſe words 
were heard by the Deponent, 'on the Third of Zanzary in the Af- 
ternoon, in the Library of the Jefuits at St. Omzcrs. 


'T7.. That on the Fourth of Fanuary 1678. Stilo Nowo, Letters 
were ſent from Richard Aſbbey, Edward Hall, Edward Nwvil, 
Chriſt. Peters, William Busby, - ds tumor, Thomas Farm:r, AMs- 
chael Conſtable Jeſuits of the Engliſp Seminary at St. Omers; as 
alſo from Father Will.z-zs, ReCctor of Watton , and Maſter of the 
Novices there. Sir fo. Warner Barronert, alias Clare, Francis Sam- 
by, alias Dirz-B:1/nz, to the Father Confeſlor of the Emperours. 
Majeſty: That His Majeſty of Great Brita» hath treacheroutly been 
the ruin of the Confederates ; eſpecially, of the Germain Empire, 
and of: his Catholick Princes under him, and has under hand -ſtir- 
red, up the Hunzar:ian Rebellion againſt his Imperial Majeſty, and 
found them Money to go on 1n their Rebellion : His deſign being. 
not to keep any Alliance with his Imperial Majeſty ; but only in 
ſhew-that.he might. advance the Prince 'of -Orange his Nephew , 
and make him abſolute; and therefore prayed the States of Hol- 
land. might have notice of it. Which Letter was ſeen, and per: 
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uſed by the Deponent , it. being writ in the Latine Tongue. 
All which Letters were ſent away by a Lay Brother, who was a

18. That Letters bearing Date the 1. of Zauwary, Stils News, 
arrived at St. Omers fanuary-the 20. from Arch-Biſhop Talbor, 
Arch-Biſhop of Dabline; wherein it was expreſiſed that the Fa- 
thers of the Society in Ireland, were very vigilant to prepare 
the people to riſe, for the defence of their: liberry and Religion, 
and to recover their eſtates; and if the Parlizment that was to 
fit in England, ſhall joyn with the King in declaring war againſt 
France, and ſhould put His Majeſty to-ingage in a War with 
France, that a place in: /reland” ſhould be open to receive the 
French Kings Army, when His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty ſhould think 
fit to Land one their. And'iin the Letter he adviſed the Fathers 
of St. Omers, to advertiſe Father Leſhee of the ſame, and other 
Jeſuits thar had an intereſt in the French King z and that. His Ma- 
jeſty of Great Britain was brought to that paſs, that if any Male 
content amongſt them ſhould not prove true to their deſigns; 
His Majeſty would never give car to their information, and pray- 
ed them to be diligent, for now was the time, or never. - Which 
Letter this Depanent ſaw and read, and in order to the Fathers 
Compliance; with the ſaid ArchBiſhops Letters to Father Zeſhee to 


Pars and appointed Edward Nevil, and William: Busby to carry, and 


deliver them to the. faid Zeſhee, which Letters were anſwered 
with all ſpeed by the aforeſaid Meſſengers , Jeſuits , as above. 
The one of them being Prefect of Studies, and the other Procu:. 
rator for the Seminaries, and by them writ Letters to Thowas 
White Provincial to the ReCtoa of St. Omers, ( viz. ) Richard Afb- 
bey, but of that to the. Provincial, the Deponent can gwe no ac. 
count ; but of that to Aſtbey, the Deponent faith, there was ex- 
preſſed in it, that the General"of the Society of the Jezuits' would 
Gontribute 500000.

19. That another Packet arrived at St. Omers, directed to Ri 
chard Afbbey Reftor there, the Date whereof is not well remem- 
bred by this Deponent ; but as near as he doth remember , 
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was abour the begitining of the Parliament, for then came the 
Kings, and Lord Chancellors Speeches, and Votes of Parliament, 
which were put-into ridiculous Phraſes, in contempt of the King 
and both Houſes of Parkament, and for the Fathers and Scholars 
to Laugh at, and then Tranſlated into French, and given to the 
Governor of St. Omers, who ſent them to the French King his 
Maſter ; and in the Packet was contained , the account of rhe 
attempt of one Pickering, a Lay Brother, that waited on the Je- 
ſuites lying at Hh ajos er to Shoot the King as he was 
Walking in St. Zames's Park, when he was at ſome diſtance from 
his Nebles, and Attendants, but'the Flint of his Piſtol being looſe, 
he did defer the Action till another - opportunity , and if he had 
done it, and had ſuffered, he ſhould have had 300000.

the Royal Party in that Kingdom,. by which means they thought- 
ro weaken both Parties, and alfo that they would endeavor by 
themſelves, their Agents, and Purſe, to provoke the Scots againit- 


the Engliſh, and withall, told the Affairs ar.. St. Omers, to whom- 
this Packet was directed, and by whom it was read, that they.

23. That the Fathers of St. Omers, (viz.) Richard Aſhbey Re- 


Ctor, Edward Hall, Edward Newil, and others of the Engliſh Se- 


minary, did Write to Thomas Whitebread and other Fathers, in. 


the which it was expreſt, that it was now apparent, that the Ca- 


tholick Religion was, to be -brought in the ſame way that they: 


had uſed,- for the Deſtruction of the Father of this King,- andas thar 


could not be effected by the effuſion of Blood, and withall, prayed- 
them to Proſecute their deſign im taking away the King, and-if- 


His Royal Highneſs ſhould nut comply with them, to diſpatch him 
alſo, for they- did fear that. never any of. the. Szaarts were men 
for the effeing of their ends and purpoſes, and this Letter and 
Inſtructions, were given to--the Fathers, - how to feel His Royal

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24. That an anſwer of the aforefaid'Letter,” February the 19th, 
Stilo Novo, came Dated the 20th, of February, from Thomas White, 
Zohn Keines, Bazil Longworth, Richard Peters, oh Fenwick, Father 
Ireland, Father Hartcourt, Father Blund:l, Father Matthew Wright, 
Father Thomas Wright, Father feniſon,: and Father Sinman , who 
ſome times belong to Summerſet-houſe, who alſo Signed with the 
reſt the ſaid anſwer, which told the Fathers of St. Omers, ( v3. ) 
Richard Afbbey, to whom the Letter was Directed, that they 
found , thar although the Duke was a-good Catholick, yet he 
hada tender affection for the King his Brother, and would ſcarce- 
ly be engaged in the concern, and if-they ſhould but once; inti- 
mate the deſigns and purpoſes unto him, they might not only be 
fruſtrated of their deſign, but alſo might looſe his fayor: which 
Letter, the Deponent ſaw and read in Febrgary. 


25. That the Fathers of the Engiiſb Seminaries at St. Omers, 
did oblige one Brother George, a Lay Brother in that Seminary ; 
to £0 to Ghent in Flanders, to the Engl ſb Jeſuites there, with a 
Letter from St. Omers, Dated the 26th. of February from London, 
and the ſaid Brother Arrived there, as they adviſed the Father, 
the Firſt of March, that the Secular Clergy ſhould be Treated 
with about the buſineſs, but they finding them art that time, to 
be men inclined to live in Peace and Obedience to their Prince, 
the Father, with Thomas White, &rc. anſwered them in one of the 
Tenth of March, Stile Novo. That the Clergy were a ſort of 
Raſcally Fellows, that had neither Wit nor Courage, to Manage 
ſuch a Great Deſign, and did pray them of Ghent, and thoſe of 
St. Omers, to be of god Chear, for they went on well, both in 
Scotland, and Ir:land, and the Fatal Blow ſhall be given the Black 
Boy of White-Hall, with all the ſpeed that might; which Letter 
ro: themat Ghent, and from them, to the Provincial, they being 
brought to St. Omers before they went: as alſo thoſe of March 
the Tenth, the Deponent ſaw and read. 


26. That there was an attempt, to make an aſſaſſination on 
the Perſon of His Sacred Majeſty, in the Month of March, ſeve- 
ral days as he was Walking in the Park, and once as he was 20- 
ing to the Parhiament-Houſe, by Honeſt William and Pickering , 
but opportunity did not offer it ſelf, for the which, - the former 
was Chidden, and the later had a Penance of Twenty ſtroakes ; 
with a Diſcipline on his ſhowlders, it being judged by the Fathers, 
the effect of his. negligence ;. Which paſſage the Deponent iaw , 
mentioned 
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" mentioned in a Letter, from Thomas White, to Richard Aſtbey ; 
bearing Date rhe 26, of March 1678, | 


27. That on the F., of April, Letters came from Thomas 
White, and the Fathers in London to Richard Aſtbey, and thoſe in 
Sr. Omers, . in the which, the former gives the latter to under- 
ſtand, that William Morgan and Father Lovel, were returned out 
of freland, that they had given them an account, that the rip 
was ready to riſe at ten days warning, with Twenty thouſand 
Foot and Five thouſand Horſe, and would let the French King 
into that Kingdom, ifhe ſhould come with an Army to land there, 
and that Father Zowel did give an account, that Fifteen thouſand 
Foot, would riſe in the Notth of J/reland, and that the people 
were patient but very reſolute, and that the Duke of Ormond 
now Lievt. is in great perpl=xity to ſee the Catholick Religion 
thrive ſo well in Ireland, and that there are perſons, that have 
Secretly taken Commiſſions from the General of the Society of 
Zeſus, by virtue of a Breviate frotn the Pope, Dated Ottober, 1673, 
and that they are reſolved to cutt the Proteſtants Throats once 
again, when they riſe, and in the ſaid Letter, the Provincial 
Summoned a General Council, to be holden in London, and there- 
fore commanded the Fathers, on the other ſide of the water to 
be preſent, in which Letter the Deponent, did ſee himſelf to be 
Summoned to aſſiſt at the Conſultation, as a meſſenger from Fa- 
thers to Fathers, this Letter rhe Deponent ſaw in the Moneth 


of April, 


28. That in order to this Command on April the 24. 1678. 
Father Warren Rector of Liege, Sir. Thomas | reſton Barronet, Fa- 
ther March Rector of Ghent, and Father Wiliams Rector of Wat- 
ron, and Maſter of the Novices, Sir. fo. Warner Barronet, Richard 
Aſhby being fick of the Gout would not go, but out of the Se- 
minary of St. Omers went Sir. Robert Brett Barronet, Father 
Poole, Edward Newil, there were in all with the Deponent about 
nine or ten, who met in London, about Conſultation with Thomas 
Whitebread, Father Hartcourt Seator and Junior, oh Fenwick , 
Father Loangworth, William Morgan, fohbn Keines, Father Lovel, 
Father Ireland, Fohn Blund:l, Richard Strange, Father Micho, Fa- 
ther Gray, and others to the number of fifty Jeſwrs, mer at the 
White horſe Tavern in the Strand, where they plorred their de- 
ſignes for the Society, and ordered Father fohn Gray ( who was 
always there ) to go Procurator for Rome, all which conſultati- 


ons they held in May, 1678, The Deponent was preſent to at- 
i : tend 
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tend the conſultory, and did their concerns from Company 'to 
Company, ſome met at Mr. Sawnders houſe in Wildſtreet, others 
at Mr. Fenwicks, at Mr. Ayres houſe in Drury Zain, others at 
Mr. ſreland's in Ruſſel-ftrezt near Covent-Garaen and other places, 
all which though in ſeveral Companies did contrive the death 
of the King, in order to which Papers were ſent from Compa- 
ny to Company, which the Deponent did carry containing thetr 
opinion of the buſineſs and the manner how it was to be done, 
and within three or four days after, the Deponent went to St. 
Omers with the Fathers, who came from the other ſide of the 
Water. 


29. Item that on the 10. of 7ane Stilo Novo, came Tho, White 
Provincial of St. Omers, and in order to viſit his Colledges in 
Flanders and Germany, and in his Chamber of the tenth day, 
when the Deponent with Richard Afbbey were preſent, he told the 
faid Aſbey and the Deponent, that he hoped to ſee the Fool at 
Whitehall laid faſt enough, and that the Society need not fear, 
for he ( that is the King) is grown ------ and would hear no 
complaint againſt them, and if the Duke ſhould ſee his face in 
the leaſt manner to follow his Brothers foot ſteps, his pasport - 
was made to lay him aſleep. 


309, Item that the ſaid Thomas Whitebread, on the Thirteenth + 
of Func, did tell the Rector of Sr. Omers, that there was a Mi- 
nifter of the Church of England, that had Scandalouſly and baſe- 
ly put out the Jeſuits Morals in Eng/and, and had indevoured 
villanouſly to render them odious to the people, and asked the 
faid Rector whether the Deponent might poſſtbly know him, and 
the Rector not knowing called the Deponent, who heard thefe 
words as he ſtood at the door, wherein being entred, the Pro- 
vincial asked the Deponent, if he knew him that was the Az- 
thor of the Jeſuits Morals, his Perſon but not his Name: The ſaid 
Thomas Whitebread demanded then, whether the Deponent woukd 
undertake to Poyſon or Afaſſinate the faid Author, which the 
Deponent undertook to do, and to have 500./. reward promiſed him 
by the Provincial, and appointed to return to Ezglard, and the De - 
ponent doth further teſtify, that at the ſame time, the ſaid Pre- . 
vincial did in his Chamber fay, that he and the Saciety in Lon- 
don, would procure Dr. Stillingfleet to be knockt in the head, and 
alſo Pool: the Author of Synopfis crizicorum, for writing ſomething 
againſt them, . TR 
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Ir, ſtems That Richard Aſbbey Rector of St. Omers, being ill 
that evening with the Gout and Stone (viz) the 15. of Func, 
he defired-the company of the Deponent, and did tell him, thar 
Father Warren now Rector of the Jeſuits Colledge in LZezge, did 
when he was Procurator at Pars, Reconcile the late Lord Chan- 
celor Hide to the Church of Rome, upon his Death-bed, which 
'words were occaſioned by the Deponents: taking notice that the 
late Durches of York (the Lord Chancelors Daughter.) dyed a 
Papiſt, and the Deponent, when he heard the ſaid 4ſbbey ſpeak 
theſe words, replyed, that he never had heard any thing of the 
return of the Lord Chancellor, anſwer was made that the ſaid 
Aſtbey was certain that the Lord Chancellor was reconciled by 
the ſaid Warrey, | 


- 32. That the 23 of 7ane Stilo Novo, 1n the afternoon the-De- 
ponent, had expreſs order-preſently to repair to Cas, and then 
take the Packet Boat, and ſo away for Enzl/and, to attend the 
motions of the Fathers in Londoxy, till he had orders from the 
Provincial to the contrary , and gave the Deponenr four pounds 
for his Charges, and promiſed him 80 /. for ſervice already done, 
for the Society in Spain and elſewhere, and the Deponent faith 
that night he parted for Calls, where he met four Jeſuits bound 
for London, on Fryday they all took Boat, on Sarzrday they arri- 
ved at Dover, where they met fohn Fenwick, who had brought 
Students to Dover, to tranſport them to St. Omers. The Depo- 
-nent faith further that che four Jeſuits, Fohn Fenwick ( who went 
at Dover by the name of Mr. Tompſon ) and himſelf took Coach, 
and that at Burton fix miles this ſide Canterbury, the Coach was 
ſtopt and a Box was ſeized, of the faid Zohn Fenwicks, by the 
'Searchers of the place, and when by them opened, in it, they 
found Beads, Pictures, Images, and other Agnus Dei, which were 
ro be given by Bundles, the Carechiſe to Children to encourage 
them, to come to Catechifing School, and to be Catechiſed by 
him, according there was a direction to him, fixed on the Box, 
to the Honorable Richard Blund:l Eſquire in London, which Box 
fo ſeized by the ſaid Searchers, and they had ſearched the Pock- 
*£ts of the ſaid Feywick, they had found ſuch Lerrers about him, 
as he- confeſſed to the Deponent, might have coſt him'his Life, 
-they (calling ſaid he) the concern in hand , but the ſaid Let- 
ters the Deponent did not ſee. | 


33. Item that in the Moneth of July, Richard Aſtbey came to 
Londoy, with inſtructions from the ſaid Thomas Whitebread, or 
White, 
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White, that the 20000. procured by Father Zefhee, and in the 
hands of the Society in' London, ſhould be ſent into tne hands of 
ene Worſcly their Banker, and that the ſaid Richard Aſhbey, with 
orher Fathers, ſhould agree with Sir George Wakeman, about the 
Poyſoning the King, and if that he would undertake it, he ſhould 
have 100007. which the ſaid Richard Aſbbey told the Deponent, 
ſhewing him the ſaid inſtructions, by way of memorandum, in 
writing, in the which memorandum was contained, an [tem given 
by the ſaid Thomas Whitebread, to the ſaid Richard Aſhbey, for 
the aflaſſination of the Right Reverend Father in God Herbert, 
Lord Biſhop of Hereford, and for that the ſaid had been educa- 
red in the-Popiſh Religion, and was fallen, and tkey were reſol- 
ved that they would not ſpare any Apoſtate from the Roman 
Faith; the ſaid Richard Aſpbey asked the Deponent, whether the 
ſaid Biſhop was a forward man againſt Catholicks, to which thc 
Deponent not knowing the ſaid Lord Biſhop, ſaid, he could 
nor.tell, and the faid Aſvbey, did ſay, the times now being ready 
ro Change, thev would be ready to puniſh Apoſtates, bur all thoſe 
Hereticks, that had obftinately oppoſed the proceedings of the 
Society, and their Agents in propagating the Faith and intereſt - 
of the Church of Rome, a juſt reward for their obſtinacy and A- 
poltacy , and though the Parliament had taken away the Act 
tor Burning Hereticks, yet they ſhould not eſcape the vengeance 
of Catholicks, 


34. 1tews That in the Moneth of 7aly, 1678, Richard Strange 
late Provincial of the Jeſuits, came to the Lodging of Mr. R:- 
chard Aſtbey, who before he went down to the Bath, lay in the 
new Provincials Lodgings at Mr. Sazuders his houſe, and finding 
the Deponent with the ſaid Aſ-bey, did defire him, the Depo- 
nent to meet him at his Chamber, at Mr. fohn Groves in Tork- 
{treet, and after a very ſhort ſtay with him, took his leave of the 
taid AſÞbey, and the Deponent, took his leave allo and followed 
the ſaid Strange , and got to his Chamber preſently after him, 
where the ſaid Strange did encourage the Deponent, to goon in 
aſſiſting the Society, '1n carrying on the deſign, and thereupon 
told the Deponent, that they got 140000. by the Fire in Lonaon, 
in 12666. the Deponent asked the laid Srrauzre, how they came 
to Ettect that great and famous Work, the taid Strange replyed, 
that himſelt, one Gray, one Pennington, and one Bxrton Jeſuits, 
and iome others, with one Kinmaſh a Dominicen, Joyned with 
one Green, that met at one Mr. Weſts houſe at the Green Dragon 
at Pudalz- Dock, the ſaid Weſt was a Taylor,. whom they imploy- 
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ed to make them ſame Cloaths, and there they did debate the 


"manner about the Firing the City, and where they ſhould begin, 
and did attempt it in Febraary 16657 , But then not being provi- 


ded with aftittance enough, loſt that good opportunity ; becauſe 
Doxne and he being afraid to be killed, ran away. Tins was the 
greatelt Plunder of one fort they gor, (as the ſaid S$:r4nge inforn- 


cd the Deponent) there was a Iooo. Carrats of Diamonds rapt 
1n {everal Papers, for ſeveral Goldſmiths; but rhey were con- 


veyed by the firit opportunity to St. Omers : The Deponent ask- 
ed >trauge how One Man ſhould truſt them with fo rauch Goods, 
and never One Man had ſo much Jewels at once, The laid 
Strange {ad, he could not rell that; but certain it was they mer 
with them, and fold them for 3500 l. ſterling in Flanders, and 
nad a Fiſh Dinner into the Bargain, at the Salztation Tavern in 
HFelbearn, at the return of the Money. The Deponent asked 
Strange, how theFire began : The Deponent farther askxed Strange 
how many ſervants the Society imployed ; and he ſaid about 80, 
or 86, he could not tell which , he the ſaid Strange ſaid far- 
ther, that indeed they were reſolved to have Cur off the King, 
when at work in Perſon abour the Fire; but then they were nor 
got ſecure of the Duke, who was then but a well-wither of theirs; 
and beſides, they ſecing the King ſo Induſtrious , they could nor 
find in their Hearts do ir. Whilſt this diſcourſe in hand, a Gen- 
tlewoman knockt at the Door, and ſo we broke off; being Nine 
of the Clock, and ended at almoſt Eleven in the Forenoon, and 
the Deponent went to his Lodging in Drery- lan. 


35. Item, That Richard Aſpbey, the day before he went down 
to the Bath, which was in 7zly, had a Conference with Father 
H.rtcourt, Father Fenwick, Father Ireland, Father Keines, Father 
Strange, Father Fenifou, Father Bland:1l, and others of the Society, 
by Order of the Provincial, to ſent new Meſſengers into Scotland, 


- to promote the Commotion there, and to informe the People of 


th2 great Tyranny they lye under; by reaſon of their being de- 
eicd the liberty of their Conſciences, and that not to be procured 
but by the Sword : they muſt take that courſe to purchaſe their 
Liberty ; by which means ( ſaid the Fathers thus ailembled ) we 
fhall weaken both the Presbyterian, and the Epiicopal party: at 
which Conference the. ſaid Deponent was prelent, and heard 
theſe words. 


36. Item, That in Faly the ſaid Richard Aſpbey went down to 
Bath, in Order to his being Cured for the Gout ; and the Morn- 
ing 
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S- 
ing that he went away, the Deponent being in the Chamber, to 
take his leave of him, Father Hartcourt Rettor of Loyd n camc 
ro him, and told him that if after he left the Bath, he would 
make a little progreſs into Sommerſerſhire , to informe thoſe of 
the Society of the deſign, it would do well; and withal defired 


. the ſaid Aſbbey to haſten to Town, after he had finiſhed the ſaid 


Information, which the Deponent did hear. 


37. Item, That on the Firſt of Azz#ſt, Letters from Thomas 
Whitebread , bearing Date the 22. of 7#ly, to Fohn Fenwick, in 
which it was exprefied; that if roooo 1. would not do, he would 
have 150001. ſhould be propoſed for the cffefing of the Kings 
death; and that 150000 1]. ſhould be propoſed 'to Sir George 
Wakeman , if he ſhould .refuſe the 19000 1]. But whether Sir 
George. hath been Treated about the Concern, the Deponert 
cannot as yet inform 'in this Article; but Sir George was divers 
eimes in AſÞb:y's Company, as the Deponent was informed by 
the ſaid Aſb-y; and faw the Letters itnr to John Fenwick, Three 
days after, which was the Fourth of 4#zx/t, 1678. 


Item, That Letters arcived in Zoxdon, bearing Date, the Fifth 
of Auguſt, 1678. from Thomas White Provincial, to Fohn Fenwick, 
from St. Omers, in the which, he did inform the Fathers, thar 
he had made his Viſit within his promiſe; and that he Ordered 
Twelve Jeſtits to go for Hellayd, and Inform the Dxtch, that 
the Prince of Oranze did intend to Afſume the Crown of a King, 
and that he was reſolved to bring them under another Govern- 
ment ; which Miſſioners took their leave of the faid Thomas White, 
on Ignatius's day, the 31. of 7aly ; but got no further than War- 
ton, by reaſon of a Miſchance they met withal in the way; by 
which Miſſioners the ſaid Thomas White, did delign to beget in the 
Dztch an evil Opinion of the Prince of Orange, and to cauſe a 
Commotion there againſt the Prince : Which Letter, rhe Depo- 
nent ſaw, and read in Feywicks Chamber, the Eleventh of 1#- 
cruſt, 1678. bo 


39. Item, That anpther Letter of the Maſter of the Azgyſtias 
caine to Bland:l, and becauſe the Thames was Frozen over, and. 
the Sickneſs coming ,on, they altered their purpoſe, ang in 7anx-, 
ary 167;. they met zith this Green again,, who cloſed with them 
in their deſign; and that they might Ingratiate themiilres the 
more with him, furniſhed him with Thirty Pound ( he being Poor, 


yet they found him an Attive Man, and fit for their purpole ) 
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and the more to ingage the faid Green ,. they pretended to hold 
many Fifth-Monarchy Mens Principles; which when Green per- 
ceived ( Judging them too zealous) brought them acquainted 
with Eight others, who were zealous in the bufineſs. The afore- 
ſaid 7eſuits, were earneſt to have the buſineſs done in Febrwary , 
before the return of the Inhabitants to Lendn : Bur the ſaid Green 
intreated them to ſuſpend that reſolution; hecauſe that they 
ſhould be the ſooner diſcovered, and ſuch a deſign muſt have an 
uproar ; and befides that.the King would not be much in Town 
(if at all) until the Plague was more abated; whom the ſaid 
Green did fay muſt be Cut off roo, when the People were in a 
hurry, by reaſon of the Fire; and this Motion pleaſed the Jeſuits 
and Dominicans well; and it was put off 'in a very little time 
after the ſaid Green, and the reſt of the Fifth-Monarchy Men, 
together with thoſe Four Jeſuits above named ; and the Domi- 
n'cans were ſuſpected by the ſaid West, that kept the houſe at 
Puddl:-dickh, and were forewarned the faid houſe ; and preſently 
after Gr-en and his Eight acquairitance were clapt up in Priſon : 
But for what the ſaid Strange did not tell the faid Deponent up- 
on the Impriſenment of theie Nine Perſons. The faid Jeſuits did 
20 to.St. Omers, and remain there till day, after the Execution 
of Fight of theſe aforeſaid Perſons ( Green dying in Iewgate ) 
one Fitz- Gerard an Iriſþ Man and Jeſuit, and. one Veal of White- 
Chapp:l did write to this Strange , .as the ſaid Strange informed 
the Deponeat, that none of the Fathers names were mentioned 
in the buſineſs of theſe men, and thought they might ſafely re- 
turn ſo. In the latter part of May, they ſet forth for Erzlazd, 
and got to London the beginning of 7#ne, and then concealing 
their Names and Lodgings, they began afreſh'to conſult about 
this Fire, which was ſtill carried on by the Jeſuits in Zondon, in 
the abſence of the ſaid Perſons, and it was plotted by them in 
the Fire-time, to Cut off the King, that the number of the Beaſt 
might be accompliſhed (in the uttering of which words, the ſaid 
Strange broke out into a great Laughter) but ſaid the ſaid Strange; 
To be ſhort, we got Fo. or 60. Jeſuits to ply the work, and one 
Evzrard was very diligent in preſerving the Fire-Balls, which 
they had made, and put into Granada-ſhells; and the more to 
Palliate this, they procured this Everard a Place in the Kings 
Service, to look after the Ammunition that was to be carried 
down to the Fleet, it being in the time of the Firſt Dutch War ; 
and the ſaid Strange told the Deponent that great Attempts we 
made at the Tower , but without effect. But ſaid 'Srrange to the 
return, ordering our Aﬀairs, we were alfo in Fee with _— 
ren 
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French men; who, alſo were faithful in the buſineſs; and all 
things being ready, and the place pitched upon, Strange removes 
his Quarters, and got to lye in a houſe in Fancharch-ſtreet, and 
went by the name of Walker; this he did in Aw7uft, 1666, and 
with him he took the aforeſaid Xinmaſh the Dominican together 
with Pennington and Parton, who lay at an Apothecaries houſe 
in Shooe-lane, &c. Fitz G:zrrard lay at Neales in Whitechappel; but 
Neal? was one to ſee the Fire carried on through Thames-ſtreet , 
and fo to the Tower. In a word, the ſaid Strange told the De- 
ponent, they ſpent 700. Fire-Balls; and when the Fire-Merchants 
were at work, then others ( both Men and Women) were at 
work to Plunder what they could; and that they had a Ware- 
houſe in Wildftreet, where. ſome things ſo plundered were laid, 
and other things they concealed in Sommerſet-houſe, as Holland, 
Cambrick, Fine Cloth, and ſome conſiderable quantities of Plare, 
and a Box of Jewels, the Owners gave their Men to carry away, 
and ordered his Servant to go along with him; but they having 
increaſed their number ordered the Servant to be knocked down by 
the Fathers in Londn, . for not giving an. account of what progreſs 
they made, or to be made in the propoſals to Sir George Wakeman;

41. That the Deponent was informed-by 7ohn Fenwick, and 9- 
thers of the Society then in his Chamber; that the Jeſuirs had 
600901. per annum good Rents, and 1000001. in Bank ; that he

| Truſtees. - 
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Truftees, l-nt Money out at 5 /. per cent, the improvement of 
which Money in Bank, is uſed about theſe practices, and that it 
coſteth them 4001. per fannum, for intelligence, beſides their day- 
ly Meſſengers ( on which vaſt ſiumms of Money are ſpent ) and 
beſides, an other part is tranſported beyond-Sea, by Bills of Ex- 
change, which the Deponent (in a very great part) knoweth 
Rimſelf to be true, and of the reſt, they themſelves have inform- 
ed kim {everal times, all which tends much to the dammage of 
the Kingdom. | | 


42. Item, That on Munday -; of Auguſt, Father Hartcourr, 
John Kemes, fohn Fenwick, and another of the Society ( whoſe 
names the Deponent remembers not) did fay, they intended to 
raiſe a commortioh in England and Wales, which alſo did appear 
by ſeveral Letters, which the Deponent did ſee and read, the 
Date whereof the Deponent doth not know, nor now well re- 
member, but he ſaw them in Azguft.

44. Ttem, They have ſeyeral times communicated (and doe 
ſtill) what they have revealed to them of the Kings Secrets : 
Which they purchaſe by giving Money, and then fend them 6- 
ver to Leſhze the French Kings Confeffor, and the Deponent hath 
ſecn ſeveral particulars ( as others pretend ) how the King ſtands 
affetted to War or Peace, and this'they do by one Smith, who 
dayly lurketh about Whitehall and Weſtminiſter Hall, in time of 
Parliament, and is (as he faith) in Fee with the Clerxs of the 
Parliament, who gives him the intelligence, and with the Clerks 
and Officers, of his Majeſties Privy Council, and Cabinet Coun- 
cil.

45. tem, That theſe Jeſuits drive ſeveral Trades in; Town, as 
Merchants, 
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Merchants, Tobacconiſts, Gold-Smiths, Scriveners, and by means 
of the laſt, come to the knowledge of ſeveral Eſtates, of ſeveral 
Perfons of Quality , and other Scriveners of their Religion and 
Practices, by which they take an eſtimare of the ſtrength of the 
Nation, as this Deponent was informed by Fohn Keines1n Auguſt, 
and tis probable their Scriveners have great Imployment. 


46. Item, That on Fryday the Ninth of Augaſt, Came Letters 
of the Sixteenth Ditto, by an eſpecial Meſſenger from Thomas 
White Provincial, and ſubſcribed by the Fathers of St. Omeers, in - 
which, heand they did rejoyce very much, that Sir George Wake-
